Large killings are reported in 
Denmark, and it is said that the farmers In 
that country have been rushing off their pigs 
to the factories, fearing a urther fall in 
values, and thereby making the situation still 
worse. Prices are considerably below those 
ruling last year at this time, but the market 
continues depressed and inactive everywhere. 
First quality Danish, which is now quoted 
83s. to 90s., was at the same period last year 
114s. to 122s.—a reduction of practically 26 per 
cent. Irish was then quoted at 114s. to 125s., 
but is now obtainable at 99s. to 112s, Some 
wholesalers are of the — that the retail 
grocer has not conformed with the reductions 
made by them, and this has had the effect of 
restricting business. The curing of English 
bacon on mass production lines will shortly 
be begun by Yorkshire. farmers at their new 
bacon factory—the first of its kind in England 
at Sherburn-in-Elnet. The money for the 
new object has heen subscribed by farmers 
all over the country on a co-operative basis. 
At first 500 pigs a week will be dealt with, 
and within a short period the capacity will 
be raised to 1,000. As a set-off to this it has 
been decided to close the factory at Blisworth, 
Northamptonshire. It was established two 
years ago, and was regarded as a successful 
venture, but the low price now ruling for 
Continental cures is given as an explanation 
for this course. At the time of writing the 
position of Danish butter appears to be very 
strong, and there is no doubt the serious 
falling off in some classes of Colonial is re- 
sponsible for this. A good many other 
countries are also buying Danish butter at 
present in larger or smaller quantities, in- 
cluding France, Belgium and Ireland; but 
the United States have ceased buying at the 
moment. The. gloomy outlook in the egg 
trade last week took a sudden turn for the 
better, buyers operating freely, and available 
stocks are practically cleared. Production is 
slowly increasing, and, although prices are 
steady, these will probably decline ere long. 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday there 
was a slight falling off in the number of both 
fat and dairy cattle to the extent of 15 in 
each case. A few Irish sheep and lambs were 
advised, but were not penned, and went 
direct to the Manchester abattoirs. The 
quality of the stock now coming forward is 
of a rather better standard than that seen for 
some time, and the market ruled firm, sellers 
holding out for the full rates obtained in the 
previous week, Offerings of home-killed beef 
at the Manchester Dead Meat Market were 
fairly heavy, and business was on the slow 
side, with easier values for all descriptions. 
Home-killed mutton was also dull, but sellers 
showed no disposition to grant concessions to 
induce business. Prices of pork have been 
fairly steady. Good pitchings of chilled beef 
have been available, but prices appreciated 
towards the close of the week, Frozen beef 
has about maintained late rates, and there 
has not been any wide fluctuations in the 
price of mutton and lamb. At the Man- 
chester Pig Market fat, heavy pigs were 
again in good supply, but did not attract a 
great deal of attention. Light, useful cutters, 
however, cleared readily at firm prices. 

In dead poultry there is little alteration in 
the general position.

THE OUTLOOK, 

There are cross-currerits at work in markets 
which seem likely to cause erratic movements 
in the near future, On the one hand, it 
would be idle to deny the seriousness of the 
Chinese situation, which may help the bears 
from time to time. On the other, there is a 
more hopeful feeling about money, and a 
belief that the Bank rate reduction is merely 
postponed (says The Sunday Times). On the 
whole, there are sufficient reasons for advo- 
cating caution. Fossibilities of the Chinese 
trouble extending need not be enlarged upon 
here; they are sufficiently obvious. There is 
as yet no direct threat to the security of the 
Chinese loans, the interest on which is a 
charge on the. maritime Customs, and. holders 
of these would probably do better to ‘wait 
until the storm has blown over. But for 
those who are not already holders of Chinese 
securities a waiting attitude seems best for 
the present. British Government stocks, and 
especially Consolidated 4 per cent., provide 
the best channel for investment, while the 
international sky is overcast. Among 
European bonds, Rumanian Consolidated and 
Bulgarian 7 per cent. look relatively cheap. 
French 5 per cent. and 4 per cent. are 
attracting speculative attention in view of 
the rise in the Railway sterling bonds, and 
the considerable measure of success that has 
attended the efforts of the Poincaré Govern- 
ment to restore the national finances.

OF FREE STATE 
MILITARY. 


Newbridge Town Commissioners last week 
took over possession of the large military bar- 
racks from Commandant Garahan, represent- 
ing the military authorities. The military gar- 
rison has entirely left the Newbrdge Barrack 
premises, and has again taken up duty at 
the Curragh Camp. 
The former Protestant Church and Military 
School are among the property taken over. 
These buildings within the past few months 
have undergone necessary alterations, and 
when these are completed they will form one 
of the largest recreation halls in the pro- 
vinces. i | 
Such a hall has been a long-felt want in 
Newbridge, and on the evacuation by the 
military the Commissioners promptly started 
negotiations with the authorities for a lease 
of the church and subsidiary buildings. A 
lease was obtained at the nominal rent of 
£20 a year. 
The Church and Military School, were 
erected ahout sixty years ago at a cost of 
some £50,000, The hall is 120 feet in length 
by 40 feet in width. A splendid stage and 
a sprung floor of pitch pine—the latter. cost- 
ing £100—have been erected by the Town 
Commisioners. The hall is at. present lighted 
by gas, but it is proposed to es it lighted 
in the near future with electricity. | 
There is ample accommodation for the park- 
ing of motor cars, The hall is surrounded by 
engnificens geir covering some acres, 
specially laid out for sporting purposes,

Britain’s Chinese Policy. 
The news from China during the last 
few days has been very meagre, but the 
scanty reports that have reached Europe 
have been sufficiently alarming. A message 
received’ on last Friday night from 
Hankow announced that.two Irish mission- 
aries, apparently attached to the Maynooth 
Mission at Hang-Yang, had been seized by 
a Chinese mób and ill-treated brutally. 
They were stabbed’ in several places and 
hound to trees, being left in this terrible 
position throughout the night of their 
capture. On the following day they were 
taken to Teinmen City, and nothing has 
been heard of them since. No official con- 
firmation oí this report has been received 
at the headquarters of the Mission in Ire- 
land. .We may hope, therefore, that it is 
inaccurate; but the mere rumour has 
brought the gravity of the Chinese situa- 
tion home to the Irish people, and it is 


develop, no foreigner in China will be safe. 
When the present session of Dáil Eireann 
opened the: Free State Minister for 
External Affairs informed a deputy that, 


”t although his Government had been kept au 


courant with the policy of the British 
Government towards China, he had neither 
accepted nor disclaimed responsibility in 
the matter. He also stated that he had 
received no guarantee from the Chinese 
authorities that, ih the event of war, Irish 
missionaries and other citizens of the 
Irish Free State would not be treated as 
enemies. The attitude of the Chinese 
towards Free State citizens; unfortunately, 
seems to be obvious, if the report concern- 
ing the two missionaries is true. They 
will be treated precisely as if they were 
English. or Scottish; and, if they should 
be deprived of the protection of the British 
Government, they would be in an impos- 
sible position. Happily they have every 
right’ to demand the full rights and 
privileges of British subjects, and there is 
not the least doubt that they will be given 
every possible help by the British authori- 
ties on the spot. 

The most important development in the 
political sphere is Italy's adherence to 
the British policy. In a Note to Sir 
Austen Chamberlain Signor Mussolini 
pledges his support in principle, and, 
while he differs in unimportant detail 
from Britain’s thesis, he will stand by 
her, if necessary, even to the extent of 
using force. This outspoken utterance 
is of great political value. Since the 
Chinese crisis came to a head, Britain has 
been playing a lone hand. None of the 
other Powers that have interests in China 
gave open support to her policy. Japan 
and the United States, it is true, took 
measures to hold armed forces in readiness 
against a possible attack on their nationals 
in Shanghai; but France did nothing at 
all, and Italy held her hand until the 
end of last week. Now that Signor 
Mussolini has given a lead, the others 
may follow him; but, in any event, the 
British Government proposes to continue 
as it began. Sir Miles Lampson and Mr. 
Owen. O'Malley are in constant consulta- 
tion with the heads of the Northern and 
Cantonese Governments, respectively, and 
throughout the last two days the cables 
have been exceptionally busy. If they can 
secure . effective guarantees from the 
Chinese authorities that no attempt will 
be made to interfere with the property 
or persons ofthe eight thousand British 
residents in Shanghai, the Shanghai 
Defence Force, which has been more than 
a week on the high seas, probably will 
be prevented from landing at its original 
destination, and may be diverted either 
to Singapore or Hong Kong. The Chinese 
politicians insist that nothing can be done 
to conciliate their ‘‘wild men ” while the 
““threat’’. of the Defence Force continues 
‘to exist. and “the British ‘Government is 
not likely & allow them to take advantage. 
‘of this ridiculous excuse to thwart a 
genuine settlement. -

Certain reforms 
are necessary, and Sir Austen Chamberlain 
has made it perfectly clear that Britain 
is prepared to make them without delay ; 
but they will be made as the result of 
negotiation, not as the result of mob law 
in Shanghai.

Dublin’s Bridges. 

A private bill, which provides for the 
reconstruction of Butt Bridge, Dublin, is 
about to be considered by the Oireachtas. 
To-morrow a meeting of ratepayers and 
residents of North Dublin will be held in 
order to make public the case for the 
reconstruction of the Metal Bridge. The 
latter scheme was approved by the Dublin 
Corporation years ago, but never carried 
into effect. Some citizens regard the City 
Commissioners’ plans for Butt Bridge as 
likely to postpone further the adoption of 
the older plan. We do not consider the 
two schemes to be mutually destructive. 
They attack different problems, and there 
is room for both. What really demands 
attention is the form in which each is 
conceived, with possible alternatives. If 
the most satisfactory scheme for the 
solution of each of the two traffic problems 
concerned had been reached by expert 
judgments, their claims to priority of 
execution alone would remain to be 
settled. The Metal Bridge is an 
anachronism. It serves foot travellers 
having business on both sides of the 
quays ; but if it were capable of carrying 
vehicular traffic it would bring great cur- 
rents of business through districts that 
now languish, and would relieve congestion 
in some measure at somewhat distant 
bridges on either side. The opening of a 
vehicular artery at this point, therefore, 
must come, sooner or later, with the city’s 
progress towards modern amenities. How, 
then, does this claim compare with that 
for the widening of Butt Bridge? Our 
readers know that we do not regard the 
widening of Butt Bridge as- the ideal 
solution of the traffie problem which has 
prompted the conception of the scheme. 
Repeatedly we have drawn attention to 
| proposals for the construction of a new 
| bridge farther down the river. The traffic 
problem which has arisen is the result 
of the rapidly-increasing volume of motor 
transport. Charts prepared by the Dublin 
Civic Survey depict the problem in graphic 
fashion. Illustrating with bands of colour 
the routes which carry the heaviest traffic 
| loads, the maps show great loops swinging 
| from Amiens street to O'Connell Bridge 
| and out again in the south-easterly direc- 
| tion. Obviously, if a direct link were made 
| between Amiens street and Westland row 
or Sandwith street, these loops would be 
straightened out, with a huge consequent 
relief to the traffic load on O'Connell 
Bridge and at College Green. Already the 
thrusting of Amiens street through to the 
Tiver's edge is contemplated. Its logical 
continuation would solve the problem of 
Butt Bridge, while leaving that bridge, 
as it now stands, for the service of that 
light body of traffic to which it would be 
convenient, Such are the factors which 
surround a question that will be settled 
clumsily if careful thought be not taken. 
Sir John Irwin's proposal that a Bridges 
Committee be appointed to consider the 
problem in all its aspects is wise and 
provident. Two town-planning proposals 
have been mooted, one making the traffic 
centre of Dublin adjacent to the docks; 
the other restoring it by a great act of 
civic surgery at the old city centre. A 
Bridges Committee would recommend re- 
construction, not to meet the needs of the 
moment, but the needs that will develop 
in a reconstructed city. 


British Motor-Cars. 


After the Imperial Conference the motor 
vehicle manufacturing industry in England 
decided to send a delegation on a world 
tour for the promotion of British interests 
in the motor car trade. It was during 
the Great War, when England was fight- 
ing for life, and every ounce of manu- 
facturing energy in the land was needed 
for the purpose of war, that America 
acquired its predominance in so many. 
industries, and especially in the manv- 
facture of cars. Already, however, the 
British industry, partly owing to Govern- 
ment measures, but chiefly by the merit 
of its products, has recovered much 
ground, The measure of progress achieved 
is described by Lord Montagu of Beaulieu 
in The Times. An order has been. placed 
with one British light car manufacturer 
for 10,000 cars for delivery to one agent 
in Australia in 1927. Now, the total 
number of cars exported in 1926 was some 
28,000, while in 1924 the total was as low 
as 15,596. In 1922 Britain exported only 
5,083 cars. While exports thus have risen 
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parts will be initiated in the various 
Dominions and Colonies as soon as the 
number of British cars in use makes such 


a step Me“ com practicable. 
Live Stock Exports. 

To-day our Agricultural Correspondent 
quotes official returns that throw a reveal- 
ing light upon the present state of the 
Irish cattle ‘trade. “ Duting 1026° the ‘total 
number of cattle. shipped from Irelarid to 
Great Britain showed a reduction of no 
fewer than 60,000 head. The number of 
fat cattle, it is true, increased, but only 
by 11,000 over the number for 1925, when 
the lowest figure for twenty years was. 
reached. The latest figure still is nearly 
120,000 below the average for the five 
preceding years. Exports of sheep and 
lambs touched the lowest recorded figure ! 
in the bad year oí 1925. Last year they 
increased substantially, but still they are 
far below the normal average. Pig 
exports rose sharply—thanks to the British 
embargo on Continental pork. In the bad 
year of 1925 Irish exports.of pigs totalled 
less than 59,000; but last year they rose 
to over 187,000. It is interesting to note 
that last year Britain imported 1,570 
fat pigs from Canada. Ireland thus meets 
a new phase of competition. If this new 
phase continues, our farmers will need to 
look narrowly to a market which they 
have regarded as peculiarly safe. Ever 
since the beginning of the century Irish 
pig exports have tended to decline; and 
they stood, on the eve of the Great War, 
at 200,000 head—barely a third of the 
figure they once reached. Already, as our 
Correspondent shows, Canadian cattle have 
gained ground in the English market—in- 
creasing in number from about 20,000 in 
1922 to’ nearly 80,000 in 1926—which Irish 
cattle have lost. In the production of live 
stock, as well as of dairy produce, our 
farmers must bestir themselves or see their 
occupation gone.

return the farmer more than that for his 
milk during the latter portion of the season 
owing to the unfortunate industrial dispute 
in Great Britain. 

Dr. Kennedy, however, does not tell the 
whole story ; and we contend that the farmers 
who made their butter in their own home 
dairies and sold it unsalted in the markets in 
Munster received throughout. the season an 
average of over 6d. per gallon for their milk, 
in addition to which they had far better by- 
'products for use at home, and got paid on 
the spot for their butter, without having to 
wait .a month or six. weeks before getting 
their cash from the creamery. ' 

Let the fittest survife by all means. We 
have implicit confidench in the common-sense 
of most of the intelligent farmers. of the 
country, who, we think, will hesitate before 
tying themselves down for a number of years 
to have their business managed by the 
organisation officials.—Yours, etc.  .

IRISH CREAMERY BUTTER 


MARKETING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—From Press reports [ notice that 
there is a suggestion made that Irish 
creamery butter should be marketed through 
a central board. No doubt, the intentions of 
the promoters are good ; but when they have 
fully considered the results, they will not 
proceed with the scheme 

Irish creamery managers at present com- 
pete to obtain the highest prices. There is 
constant competition between them. The 
suggestion that competition between them 
tends to lower prices is entirely wrong. I! 
am informed that one of the most successful 
creamery companies in Ireland at the most 
successful period of its existence was con- 
ducted on the principle that the manager of 
each branch creamery sold his butter in com- 
petition with the other managers of the 
creameries of the same concern. The com- 
pany thus obtained a relatively high range of 

rices, and the result of competition of this 
kind was in every way satisfactory. In 
another case a larger proprietary concern sold 
their butter on the central marketing prin- 
ciple, whereby the produce of a large number 
aois was marketed centrally, and the 
result, was total failure. 

Of course, what makes a central marketing 
board unnecessary is the fact that the English 
market is so near to the producer. Any 
institution of the sort outlined in the scheme 
would simply add extra cost, and the argu- 
ment about better prices is simply a gambler’s 
argument, and not founded on fact. To take 
a few words from the Imperial Economic 
Committee's report, it would be ‘‘ venturing 
upon a very dangerous experiment in mass 
speculation.” 

Irish creamery societies, with their com- 
mittees and managers, would be deprived of 
their freedom and jedgment. ©The position 
would be very much the same as though they 
sent their butter for sale on consignment, 
which, of course, is a system now very seldom 
used by Irish creamery managers, who wisely 
fix a price before they part with their goods, 
and would be well advised to continue to do 
see Creameries in Ireland would also make 
bad friends with their customers in this 
country, who would be liable to boycott Irish 
creamery butter if the central marketing 
scheme were brought into operation, and 
creameries with old-standing connections on 
this side would suffer greatly. 

A point unduly emphasised in connecticn 
with the scheme is the transport of butter in 
warm weather from Ireland to England. The 
conditions, however, are no worse than those 
appertaining to similar goods in transit 
hetween places in England, Scotland and 
Wales, and certainly no slower. 

Any improvements in transit that are desir- 
able or necessary surely can be attended to 
by the railway and shipping companies at the 
instigation of the Denartment of Agriculture, 
helped by the [-A.0.S. It certainly does not 
need a marketing scheme to deal with a 
matter of this kind.—Yours, ete.,

I did not know that it 
was the local equivalent of *‘ Vaudeville,”’ 
which has been declared by the critics to be 
the greatest film drama ever screened; but 
now that I have seen it I can quite under- 
stand their enthusiasm. — For the first time 
in my experience of the cinema I saw art 
on the screen. ‘here is none of the 
American . pretentiousness, none of the 
million dollar “' stunts,” none of the simper- 
ing “ stars ” at fabulous incomes. “' Variety”’ 
is great art. Yet there were vacant seats 
beside me. Ir fact, most of the members 
of the audience seemed to have chosen 
“Variety ” faute de micux—because they 
could not get in anywhere else.

It 
is ised by the Government that i¢ 
has nothing to lose by a full and frank 
discussion in both Houses of Parliament, 
since it has nothing to conceal. In such 
circumstances it will receive full official 
support from all parties, although a few 
passive objectors, no doubt, will be in 
evidence. Fós: 
It 1s expected that the Socialist leaders 
will move an amendment to the Address 
on the question of reform of the trade 
unions, since a reference to legislation in 
this connection will be made in the Speech 
from the Throne. This will indicate the 
opening of the Opposition campaign 
against the proposed measure, which is 
to be taken before Easter if circumstances 
permit. If they do not, only the early 
stages of the bill will be debated. The 
reat measure of the Ministry of Health 
dealing with poor law reform is to be post 
poned again, but it may be taken in ‘he 
autumn session. It is understood that 
during the protracted sittings of the 
Cabinet on Friday Ministers decided that 


| it would be unwise to venture on a scheme 


of such magnitude without considerable 
inquiry, while it was also agreed that the 
changes proposed would involve heavy ex- 
penditure, undesirable at the present 
time. 


The Chinese Sitwation. 


There is little that is interesting in the 
news from China, with the excez@ion that 
Japan has decided to send destroyers and 
marines to Sasebo, with the added inten- 
tion of sending them to Shanghai if neces- 
sary. The news that the Cantonese troops 
have inflicted a defeat on those of the 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin, the head of the 
Pekingese Government, requires confirma. 
tion before it can be accepted, particularly 
as the Northern troops are said to be 
attacking the Cantonese from more than 
one direction. The second half of the 
Fifth Armoured Car- Company of the 
Royal Tank Corps received orders to leave 
Scarborough Barracks yesterday for Liver- 
pool, where it was to embark for China 
to-day. This shows that there is no sign 
of weakening on the part of the British 
Government. 


The Betting Tax. 


Mr. Churchill’s intimation at Man- 
chester that he would be willing to receive 
a deputation from a responsible body 
interested in the operation of the betting 
tax has aroused speculation as to the 
possibility of changes when the flat racing 
season commences. In the absence of any 
alteration in the law most bookmakers 
intend to carry out the arrangements 
made last November, when the tax became 
operative. One big firm, however, has 
notified its clients that it will pay the 
whale of the tax on doubles and trebles 
and also on football wagers. There is 
reason to believe that street bookmakers, 
by evading the tax, are getting a far 
larger proportion of business than 
formerly; and, “if this practice becomes 
accentuated when flat racing commences, 
some change may be made either with 
regard to the betting tax or to streef 
bookmaking. . 


Empire Wines. 


Representations will be made to the 
Government urging that the Treasury 
order restricting the amount of wines 
which may be withdrawn from bond shall 
not apply to Empire produce. Assisted 
by the work of the Empire Market ng 
Board, the consumption of Australian and 
South African wines has greatly  in- 
creased; and, if the order restricting 
withdrawals for the next three months to 
five per cent. more than was withdrawn 
for the corresponding period of 1926 is 
enforced, retail supphes may not be 
sufficient to meet the growing needs of 
the retail trade. In the meantime the 
prospect of an increased duty on wines 
has stimulated the demand, and it was 
stated by a wine merchant yesterday that 
during the week-end orders from suburban 
householders were for larger quantities 
than usual. 


The Revised Prayer Book. 


The great event in the religious world 
during the week will be the publication 
of the revised Book of Common Prayer 
on Tuesday in order that the alterations 
may be considered by clerics and laity 
alike before the text~is presented, first, ° 
the National Assembly, and subsequent'y 
to. Parliament, for approval. It is the 
opinion in Church circles that the new 
Prayer Book will be found to steer 4 
middle course through the difficulties 
made by the two opposite parties, 
Protestant and Anglo-Catnolic, and the 
changes are permissive. The great 
struggle for acceptance probably will 
come when the changes are submitt d to 
the National Assembly; for it contains 
no fewer than half-a-dozen differen’ 
parties, with opposing views. The 
Protestant group consists of about on® 
hundred members, while the <Anglo- 
Catholics number about ninety. Then 
there is a parochial clergy group, with 
another group formed to support the 
efficiency of Convocation, and two or more 
parties with moderate views on all points, 
but inclning slightly in one direction of 
another. The victory probably will ba 
secured by the moderate sections com 
bining. 


Osteopathy. 


A great effort is being made in London 
te secure the establishment of un 
osteopathic clinic in order that osteopathy 
shall be available for those who can afford 
to pay only a small fee or nothing at all. 
The work is being directed by the new!y- 
formed British Osteopathic Association, 
which seeks to establish osteopathy as 
one of the accredited professions in Great 
Britain, to gain Parliamentary enactment 
for the protection of the public against 
imposters, and to establish colleges and 
clinics where students in osteopathy may 
train and graduate. The work of the. 
Association is to be cided by an advisory 
lay committee.

SHANGHAI. 

The declaration of the Cantonese that it 
had never been their intention to occupy 
Shanghai by force is belied by the military 
operations in Chekiang. 

Chiang Kai-shek, the Cantonese com- 
mander, publicly included ‘among the 
objects of his army the conquest of Sun 
Chuan Fang, in whose province Shanghai 
is situated, which, if effected, would result 
in the surrounding of the international 
settlement at Shanghai as the British Con- 
cession at Hankow was surrounded. 

The Cantonese leaders have said to me, 
and to other foreigners, that their propa- 
ganda among the »opulace at Shanghai 
had already been so perfected that they 
would be able to walk in without fighting. 

As the situation is seen in China, the 
British must make a stand somewhere or 
suffer an immediate loss of all treaty 
rights, either through mob violence or by 
other forms of pressure.

HOLYHEAD-KILLOUGH 


From Our Betrast CorrEsPONDEN?, 


The great need for harbour accommoda- 
tion to develop the growing herring fishing 
industry at present concentrated at Ard- 
glass; Oo. Down, and the protests of 
Belfast busiiéss men against the delay 
in delivering the principal English mails, 
are focussing attention upon the possi- 
bility of carrying out improvements at 
several Northern harbours. Claims are 
being put forward on behalf of Ardglass, 
Killough and Warrenpoint. 

Tt is contended that there is not 
sufficient room at Ardglass to provide for 
the expansion of the fishing industry, in- 
cluding the important curing stations 
which are established every year. On 
the other hand, Killough, a short distance 
further along the coast, has a harbou~ 
which, it is stated, could be made, with 


comparatively little expenditure, the 
haven of refuge which English, Scottish 


and Irish fishing skippers are seeking. 
Lord Bangor has offered the harbour to 
the Government at a nominal rent if they 
will undertake the dredging necessary to 
make it available for the fishing fleet. 

A majority of the fishing boat skippers 
favour Killough, and its claims are sup- 
ported by the heads of the Fishery Branch 
of the Northern Ministry of Commerce. 


DREDGING NEEDED. 

The Killough Harbour is dry at low 
water, and a considerable amount of 
dredging would be necessary before it 
could accommodate the fishing fleet; but 
this would present no engineering diffi- 
culties. 

Killough is also putting forward a claim 
to be established as a port for the quick 
carriage of mails from England via Holy- 
head. It is contended that if the harbour 
were made available for a mail steamer, 
and the necessary railway connection were 
made, the Northern Irish mail could leave 
London at 8.30 p.m., as at present, arriv- 
ing in Holyhead shortly after 2 a.m. The 
Killough steamer could leave at the same 
hour as the Kingstown steamer (2.30 a.m.) 
and berth on this side at about half-past 
five. With the acceleratio: of the train 
service, the journey to Belfast could, be 
accomplished in forty minutes, and the 
mails would be in the General Post Office 
at half-past six, in time for the first 
delivery. 

The outward mails, it is stated, could 
be despatched from Belfast at 6.30 p.m., 
an hour later than the Holyhead-Kings- 
town route, and still arrive in London at 
approximately the same hour. Un- 
doubtedly a service of this kind would be 
a great advantage over the present Larne 
and Stranraer route, which is not nearly 
so fast as the route via Kingstown and 
Holyhead, which, for some reason, is not 
available for the principal Belfast mail, 
although it is utilised for three-fourths of 
the Northern Ireland area. 


WARRENPOINT’S CASE. 

Warrenpoint claims that-it-has the best 
position for a quick mail service between 
Northern Iveland and Holyhead. With 
very little expenditure Warrenpoint Har- 
bour could be made suitable for a mail 
boat service, and it has the great ad- 
vantage that it adjoins the railway 
station. The running of a siding to the 
harbour would be an inexpensive matter. 

Warrenpoint would also be a suitable 
port for the shipment of goods and cattle 
traffic, which formerly went via Greenore, 
but which, owing to the boundary changes, 
has been diverted to Belfast and>.other 
ports. | 

Considerable interest has been aroused 
by the visit of Mr. F. M‘Dowell, Irish 
manager for the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway, and Mr. R. D. Roberts, 
assistant manager to Warrenpoint, in 
connection with the representations made 
to have Warrenpoint selected as a port 
of call for the company's steamers. The 
visitors interviewed Mr. P. O'Neill, M.P., 
and Mr. W. Johnson, C.B.E., who pointed 
out that Warrenpoint would be an ideal 
centre for the conveyance of mails to and 
from England Mr. M‘Dowell promised 
to consider the matter and forward the 
decision of the company in due course. 


THE GENERAL VIEW. 

It is the general opinion in the North 
that, while Killough would make a more 
suitable fishing harbour than Ardglass, 
Warrenpoint, on the other hand, would be 
better adapted for quick transformation 
into a mail port, and would enable Derry 
and the North-West district to secure as 
good a mail service as at present. It is 
recognised, however, that some consider- 
able time must elapse before this harbour 
could be made available, and it is sug- 
gested that in the meantime the Belfast 
business people should get the advantage 
eof the quick Holyhead-Kingstown route 
for the princial morning mail.

WELSH SAILOR’S GREAT 
PLUCK. 

In spite of a broken spine, Robert 
Thomas (34), a seaman, of Burlington 
street, Barry Docks, has just completed a 
three thousand miles journey on a 
stretcher. He now lies at Barry Accident 
Hospital, unable to move, but happy in the 
thought that his greatest wish has been 
gratified. 

Last September, Thomas, then a mem- 
ber of the crew of the s.s. Rothley, which 
was in Philadelphia Harbour, was struck 
by a derrick and thrown into one of. the 
holds of the vessel. Almost. lifeless, with 
his skull fractured and the vertebral 
column of his spine broken, he was taken 
to St. Agnes Hospital, where for upwards 
of a month skilled medical men fought for 
Notwithstanding his serious in- 
juries, Thomas slowly revived, and 
although paralysis set in, his condition 
improved to an extraordinary extent.

HEAVY CASUALTIES.

REFUSED TO SURRENDER. 

The Minister of War states that the 
Bengo artillery troops, who revolted yester- 
day at Faro, in South Portugal, have sur- 
rendered to the Government troops. 

The rebels at Oporto number about three 
thousand, and although virtually sur- 
rounded by the Government troops, they 
refuse to surrender, stating they will 
fight until the last man is killed.

The Minister telegraphed this afternoon 
that he had again been asked to receive 
representatives of the rebels under a flag of 
truce, and had consented, but that- only 
an .unconditional surrender would be 
accepted.

For some days it was whispered that a 
revolt would break out on February Ist, 
but the public is so accustomed to such 
rumours, that it took little notice. 


POSTPONED. 

On January 30th the Prime Minister, 
General Carmona, and the Ministers for 
War and Commerce, went to Oporto to 
assist in the festivities commemorating 
the revolt of January 31, 1891, and were 
enthusiastically received by the public and 
the garrison. 

General Carmona and the War Minister 
returned to Lisbon on February 1. It is 
now known that the revolt was to have 
begun on January 31, but, some of the 
chiefs of the Revolutionary Committee 
being absent, it was postponed until 
February 3, when an ultimatum was sent 
to the Government demanding its resigna- 
tion, and a return to the Constitution. 


LEADERS ARRESTED. 
' When the outbreak began the Govern- 
ment refrained from ordering an intense 
bombardment, wishing to spare lives and 
property.

NEGOTIATING A SPEEDY 

~* RECONCILIATION, . 
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From Ovrn Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
} . ROME,‘ Sunday. 
' Quietly, but ‘effectively, both-the Vatican 


“and the Italian Govertiment ‘are’ working 


out details for a concordat which will 
release the Pope from his voluntary im- 
prisonment in the Vatican Palace, I am 
infurmed by an important member of the 
College of Cardinals. ity 

According to the present programme, 
it is hoped to reach an agreement before 
September to enable the Pope to partici- 
pate in the Eucharistic Congress to be 
held at Bologna during September. 

While both the Italian Government and 
Vatican officials issue official denials that 
such proceedings are under way, I am 
assured that there is every prospect of a 
successful issue. Speedy reconciliation 
between the State and the Church regard- 
ing the education of Italian youth has 
been achieved, it is pointed out, in order 
to place nothing in the way of the negotia- 
tions. Assurances have been given the 
Vatican that there will be no repetition 
of the outrages against Churchmen and 
Church property which occurred during 
the fall in many parts of Italy. 

The Vatican placed a difficult obstacle 
in the way of the negotiations. recently 
when it declared that it could not make 
peace with a political party, and that the 
concordat, if reached, must have the 
approval of the Italian nation. However, 
it is believed that a formula will be found 
for overcoming this objection. 

Opposition of the College of Cardinals 
against any sort of a concordat with Italy 
remains to a large measure. Many of the 
foreign Cardinals and some Italians 
express the fear that Catholicism, as the 
State Church of Italy, would become too 
predominantly Italian, and that the 
concordat would be injurious to” the 
Church as a whole. That, however, is 
not the opinion of Pope. Pius XI. or of 
Cardinal Gasparri, Papal Secretary of 
State. 


ACCIDENT AT 130 MILES.

BRITISH RACING MOTORIST

At the hospital to which 
Mr. Eldridge was removed the doctors 
found that he was suffering from fracture 
of the skull, ‘with internal injuries.

IMPERIAL UNITY. 


MRE MACKENZIE KING 
AND MR. BRUGE.

TORONTO, Saturday. 

The Prime Minister, Mr. Mackenzie 
King, has taken part in a debate at Hart 
Housé (the Toronto “ Union ” by students 
of the University of Toronto on the resolu- 
tion “ That this House views with favour 
the conclusions of the Committee on Im- 
perial Relations at the recent Imperial 
Conference.” The Prime Minister, who is 
a graduate of the University, consented to 
speak after argument by students for and 
against the motion. The decision by vote 
of the audience was in favour of the 
resolution by 408 to 125. 

Mr. Mackenzie King said, in reply to 
statements made by the Speaker against 
the motion that it looked to him as though 
General Hertzog had been trying to remove 
obstacles in the way of imperial unity, and 
a wrong interpretation had been placed 
upon his words. He declared that the 
attitude of General Hertzog and Mr. (Cos- 
grave at all times suggested a desire for 
imperial unity. The report of the Con- 
ference did help to clear the air of things 
which were being used by agitators in 
various centres of the Empire to make 
trouble. It was true that General Hertzog 
stated that the liberties of the people of 
South Africa were equal to those of Great 
Britain, but Canada would also be unwill- 
ing to agree that Great Britain should 
stand as a ‘‘ super-State’’ over the self- 
governing Dominions. 

Although the Dominions might be equal 
to her in status they were not necessarily 
equal in other spheres. Until equality in 
other directions was a fact, certain parts 
of the Empire would naturally be leaders 
of the rest. As long as Great Britain has 
the men she now has at the head of affairs, 
and as long as she is the power she now 
is in the world of trade and commerce, she 
will continue to lead the Empire. 

Mr. Mackenzie King spoke of the dis- 
tinguished visitor (evidently referring to 
the Prime Minister of Australia, Mr. 
Bruce), who, he said, had recently gone 
about the country telling the people of 
Canada what they should or should not do 
in matters of national defence. He added: 
““Of course rights bring duties, but he 
(Mr. Bruce) made my task a much more 
dificult task. I think the people of 
Canada will rise to a sense of their respon- 
sibilities in matters of Empire much more 
quickly of their own accord than they will 
through any advice given by visitors from 
abroad.” — 
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SPAIN TO ARGENTINE. 
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DIRECT AIRSHIP SERVICE. 
MADRID, February 4. 


The Cabinet Council approved this evening 
the Decree fixing the conditions of the con- 
tract for the establishment of a regular direct 
air service between Seville and the Argentine 
by means of Zeppelins. The comvany which 
has secured this contract undertakes to sub- 
mit within four months plans for an air port 
at Seville, work on the construction of which 
will begin three months after the plans have 
been approved. The total cost will not ex- 
ceed 30,000,000 pesetas. | 

If this air service is succéssful the State 
will pay the contrac ng company , air annua! 
surn (not exceeding 6,000,000 pesetas) in pro- 
portion to the númbet of jotrnéys made. At 
the conclusion of five years the air port, with 
all its material, will become the property ol 
the State. In the event of there being a loss 
on the undertaking the State will pay com- 
pensation for the work done up to a figure 
not exceeding 30,000,000 pesetas. 

The air line must be inaugurated in four 
years from. the date when the scheme was 
as hte =i 

The Decree provides the possibility of 
carrying out a flight before the completion 
of the air port on the occasion of the opening 
of the Ibero-American Exhibition at Seville. 

If the air port is not completed by the end 
of the four years’ the céntract will be can- 
celled. 

According to the terms of the contract it 
is expected that the Argentine will give the 
same facilities as Spain. The Spanish 
Government reserves the right to utilise the 
Zeppelins emp.oyed for flights of a scientific 
and technical character.—(Reuter.)

The Order provides that, when a person 
imports a car for purposes other than 


trade or business he shall not be required 


to pay the import duty, and the car shall

from that duty if he complies with the 
following regulations :— 

(a) At the time of importation produce 
to the officer for the purpose of the same 
being duly signed and stamped by him, a 
pass-book which has been issued to him by 
the Automobile Club or Association of 
which he is a member, and in respect. of 
which all the rules and conditions relating 
to pass-books have been complied with, 
together with a declaration al claim for 
exemption in the form prescribed by the 
Revenue Commissioners, signed in the pre- 
sence of the officer, setting forth the 
grounds and conditions on which exemp- 
tion is claimed under this Order: 

(b) At the time of importation satisfy 
the officer that the motor car imported 
corresponds in all respects with the motor 
car described in the pass-book, and that 
the value thereof is correctly stated in the 
pass-book ; 

(c) Export the motor car before the 
expiration of the period for which the pass- - 
book is valid, or before the expiration of 
such further period as may be allowed in 
that behalf by the Revenue Commissioners, 
and before exportation produce the pass- 
book and satisfy the officer that the motor 
car being exported corresponds with the 
motor car described in the pass-book, and 
that the conditions prescribed by this 
Order, so far as they are applicable, have 
been in all respects fulfilled. 


ANOTHER METHOD. 


If the person importing the car is not a 
member of any automobile club or associa- 
tion, or, if being a member, he does not 
desire to avail himself of the foregoing 
regulation he shall deposit with the officer 
the amount of the duty chargeable on the 
motor car, or, in the case of importation 
by land, enter into a bond with the 
Minister for Finance in a sum sufficient 
to cover the duty. 

He must then set forth his claim for 
exemption in duplicate, one copy of which 
will be returned to him. When entering 
the car for exportation he must return 
his copy of the claim, together with a 
claim in writing for the repayment of the 
amount so deposited on the importation 
of the car or for the cancellation of the 
bond. 

If the car is exported before the expira- 
tion of the period allowed by the Revenue 
Commissioners, and the remaining condi- 
tions are fulfilled, the bond will be 
cancelled or the deposit repaid. 

The motor cars of clergymen, medical 
practitioners and veterinary surgeons who 
wish to enter the Free State temporarily 
for professional purposes are exempt from 
import duty, provided the conditions laid 
down in the regulations are complied with. 
Motor chars á bancs or omnibuses will not 
be liable to duty on crossing the border 
into the Free State provided they carry 
only passengers ‘‘ unconnected with trade 
or business,’ and leave with their 
passengers within forty-eight hours.

There is less fear in the atmosphere, 
which fact is probably due to the greater 
confidence which is felt in General Sun 
Chuan-Fang’s military position, which is 
regarded as fairly strong. There is also 
a growing conviction that the Southern 
military position, if not exactly weak, is 
at least not improving, and may at any 
time be seriously menaced from the 
| North. 

The knowledge that the more moderate 
Nationalists, both here and in Hankow, 
are putting up a fight against the ex- 
tremists—the official calling off of the 
Labour demonstration at Hankow on Fri- 
day and the removal of the offensive 
posters from the walls of the British Con- 
cession are cited—has had a heartening 
effect. Meanwhile, although there is no 
official news on the subject, it is generally 
believed that British troops will not be 
brought as far as Shanghai. Unquestion- 
ably the presence of British troops here 
will not improve the situation with regard 
to the Chinese, Japanese or Americans. 

Moreover, with Hong Kong only forty- 
eight hours away by steamship, with the 
presence here, or within easy call, of 
large naval forces, and with a slightly 
better atmosphere at Hankow, the need 
of troops at Shanghai is not so pressing 
as it appeared to be some weeks ago,

LAND WITHOUT A 
SMILE. 
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WHAT BOLSHEVISM HAS DONE 
FOR RUSSIA. 

Mr: Winston Churchill, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, speaking at Burnley last Satur- 
day, said that the coal stoppage was the 
greatest breakdown of British common-sense 
that ever had occurred, and it had made them 
the laughing-stock of the world. 

He could not help regretting that such & 
large nuniber of former Liberals and Radicals 
should have enlisted under the Socialist ban- 
ner. The latest recruit of the Socialists was 
Captain Wedgwood Benn, who had given 
rather unconvincing reasons for his conver- 
sion. (‘‘ Sometimes,’’ declared the Chancellor, 
**a man finds himself between the devil and 
the deep sea—or, shall I say, between the 
devil and the deep ‘L.G.?’’’) (Laughter.) 

Commenting on Mr. Benn’s statement that 
‘our present industrial system has failed to 
provide. goodwill, which is the mainspring of 
production,” Mr. Churchill said: “ How do 
we know that a universal system of State 
Socialism would provide universal content- 
ment and goodwill? (A voice: Try it.) You 
say ‘ Try it.’ But you cannot smash up the 
world. in which you live, to try something 
else, without being pretty sure that what 
you are going to try is at least as good as 
what you have got. 7 

‘But they have tried it in Russia. 
(Laughter.) Of. course, I know that is a very 
sensitive subject. But, at any rate, there is 
no doubt whatever that goodwill is lacking 
in Russia. There is no doubt whatever that 
it ig a country where tvere are fewer smiles 
than’in any country in the world,. There is 
no déubt that it is a country where there is 
less liberty than in any country in the world. 

There was no reason why the workers of 
Great Britain should not press forward for 
a square deal, and why the Government 
should not pass legislation to correct any 
abuses which might exist, and do all they 
could,.to raise the. rd ‘of living. 
...“* We should stand side by side with the; 
utmost virilance,’’ gaid Mr. Churchill, -aniid’ 
cheers, “to ward off danrers, reckless and 
subversive movements, which in their con- 
sequences may have the effect of bringing 
down the whole structure on which we stand 
clattering in ruin.”

Bristol Cathedral was thronged yesterday 
afternoon, when a special Service for Rugby 
footballers was held. Mr. L. J. Corbett, the 
captain of the English Rugby team, read a 
lesson.

JUDGE AND EVIDENCE 
NEGATIVING ACCIDENT. 


The interesting legal issue 'as to how far 
evidence negativing accident is to be acted 
upon in future malicious injary claims, fol- 
lowing upon a recent decimon of the High 
Court in the Rossmore Golf Club case, was 
discussed in a claim for £9,000 damages for 
the malicious burning of a flax mill heard at 
Monaghan Circuit Court last Saturday before 
Judge Devitt. 

Mrs. Emily Todd, the owner of a flax and 
corn mill, situated at New Mills, Glaslongh, 
sought to recover £9,000 compensation. There 
were also claims by several farmers in the 
district for flax burned in the mill. 

John Cargill, son of the applicant, who

Was no fire, and the mill was driven 


entirely by water; no artificial light of any 
kind was used, as they never worked after 
dark, and smoking was strictly prohibited in 
the mill. Peter McCann, who had been dis- 
charged from the mill, lived in a house a 
short distance away. There were quite a 
number of c.vilians who did not help at the 
fire even when requested to do so by Father 
Meenan, the Parish Priest. Peter McCann, 
whom he saw later, and wha had flax in a 
store, said that he did not want his flax 
ne out, as the fire would not come that 
ar. 

In cross-examination, witness said that the 
mill had been put up for sale before the 
present season began, but there was no offer 
of anything like what was wanted. He was 
not prepared to prosecute McCann. 

Samuel D. Craig, engineer, Belfast, said 
that he saw this mill. The bearings were 
automatically oiled and could not be over- 
heated. 

In cross-examination, he admitted that over- 
heating the bearings often caused fires. ‘The 
hearing in this case Was on an iron standing, 
and could not go on fire. 

THE DEFENCE. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery (for the County Council) 
said that there was no evidence of malice. 
The man McCann, whom it was soucht to 
suggest set fire to the place, had his own 
flax in the mill, was a customer, and was 
given shoughs for his fire from the mill. The 
applicants were then thrown on the other 
side to negative accident, which was almost 
an impossibility in the case of a flax mill. 
It might be called :an unexplained fire. In- 
surance companies took very great care before 
covering a flax mill. The premiums were 
very high.

LULLED TO SLEEP. 

On Saturday last Dr, B. D. Crichton and 
Dr. Ella Webb gave a demonstration in the 
working of the new lamp,’ When the brilliant 
rays of the lamp had been a short time on, 
the child under treatment went quietly to 
eleep, and remained at rest until the applica- 
tion was finished. 

To some interested visitors who attended 
on Saturday Dr. Crichton explained that the 
value of sunshine treatment was known to 
the Greeks as far back as 400 B.C. It was 
comparatively yvecently, however, that ite 
signicance became recognised in this country. 
Ten years ago wonderful results had “been 
obtained in surgical tuberculosis cases in a 
natural sunlight clinic in Switzerland. é 

The best results of the artificial sunlight 
treatment were obtained from its application 
on alternate days. The period of exposure 
to the rays had to be progressive. 

TREATMENT IN WINTER. 

Dr. Ella Webb pointed out that climatic 
conditions prevented them from having sun- 
shine every day; but, with the lamp pre- 
sented by Mr. Jacob, they would be able to 
intensify the treatment in winter, and in that 
way treat a larger number of children within 
a given time.

PARIS, Saturday. 

It is seldom that an applicant for a divorce 
discovers that she is not married.

Berthiaume (née Marie-Yvonne Dastous), who 
has filed a petition for divorce against her 
husband, but could not produce a marriage 
certificate.

There have not been many surprises in

SUPERIORITY. 

At Dalymount Park Brideville defeated 
Shelbourne pointless, the score being 2 
goals clear.
